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PROGRESS  OF  THE  YEAR 

The  strength  and  fibre  of  the  teaching  staff  which 
upheld  the  work  of  the  schools  so  well  in  the  trying 
period  of  the  War  was  again  put  to  the  test  last  year 
when  classes  were  suspended  for  a  protracted  period 
owing  to  the  prevalence  of  influenza.  While  the 
interruption  was  considered  very  serious  at  the  time, 
the  zeal  with  which  the  work  was  resumed  and  sustained 
enabled  most  of  the  schools  to  recover  lost  ground  and 
to  complete  the  year  on  a  satisfactory  plane  of  achieve¬ 
ment.  The  excellent  results  of  the  High  School  entrance 
examination  were  but  one  of  several  evidences  of 
definite  value  as  to  this  condition. 

The  statistics  accompanying  this  report  viewed  in 
relation  to  those  of  previous  years  indicate  the  con¬ 
tinuance  of  a  steady  trend  toward  a  better  standard. 
Here  and  there  lapses  must  be  noted,  so  also  exceptional 
advances,  to  be  accounted  for  in  both  cases  by  local 
conditions  of  a  special  character.  Excepting  these  and 
the  fallible  features  of  generalized  measurements,  the 
tables  of  statistics  relating  to  all  the  schools  afford  to 
each  individual  school  of  the  group  a  valuable  standard 
of  comparison  and  a  challenge  toward  higher  efficiency 
in  quite  important  relationships  which  otherwise  might 
be  overlooked  or  too  little  stressed. 

To  illustrate  one  aspect  of  the  use  of  statistics,  an 
effect  of  retardation  is  seen  in  the  large  proportion  of 
pupils  in  the  lower  forms  of  a  school,  while  even  a 
slight  decrease  of  this  proportion  year  after  year  is  an 
evidence  of  a  reduction  in  the  amount  of  retardation. 
The  statistics  of  the  past  four  years  show  quite  definitely 
in  the  case  of  not  a  few  of  the  public  schools  that  satis¬ 
factory  advancement  has  been  made  toward  the  elim¬ 
ination  of  retardation.  In  schools  where  no  improve¬ 
ment  has  taken  place  the  challenge  of  the  figures  to 
the  practical  educator  is  to  ascertain  the  particular 
local  conditions  that  impede  progress  and  to  provide 
effective  means  to  combat  the  conditions. 

In  their  place  as  a  part  of  the  provincial  educational 
system  the  public  schools  of  Toronto  have  shared  for 
several  years  past  in  the  advantages  of  regular  official 
inspection.  The  satisfactory  character  of  the  reports

on  the  work  and  progress  of  the  classes  in  all  parts  of 
the  city  is  an  official  guarantee  of  continued  vitality  and 
growth  in  the  past  year. 

Age  and  Efficiency  of  Teachers. 

The  ages  of  the  Public  School  teachers,  both  male 
and  female,  range  between  twenty  and  sixty  years  with 
very  few  exceptions.  Forty-five  per  cent,  of  the  female 
teachers  and  forty  per  cent,  of  the  male  teachers  are  in 
the  twenties.  Nineteen  per  cent,  of  the  female  teachers 
and  fifteen  per  cent,  of  the  male  teachers  are  in  the 
thirties.  Only  one-fourth  of  the  female  teachers  and 
one-third  of  the  male  teachers  are  forty  years  of  age  or 
over.  Eleven  per  cent,  of  each  sex  are  fifty  years  of 
age  or  over.  The  average  age  of  the  teachers  is  about 
thirty-one  years. 

Thus  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  no  little  room  for 
improvement  in  the  permanency  of  the  service  of 
teachers  in  the  public  schools.  Annually  a  considerable 
number  of  male  teachers  is  lost  to  the  High  Schools 
and  to  other  occupations  and  professions.  Probably 
this  movement  would  be  counteracted  in  good  part  if 
the  services  of  public  school  teachers  were  appraised 
at  their  true  value. 

From  the  reports  made  by  the  inspectors  in  the 
past  year  the  ability  of  over  one  thousand  three  hundred 
teachers  has  been  standardized  in  percentage  values 
according  to  their  ages. 

The  male  teachers  throughout  average  a  slightly 
higher  percentage  of  efficiency  (from  one  to  four  per 
cent.)  than  the  female  teachers.  Possibly  this  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  average  male  teacher 
holds  a  higher  grade  of  certificate,  or  it  may  be  a 
fortuitous  element  in  the  results,  as  the  number  of 
male  teachers  is  not  sufficiently  large  for  purposes  of 
exact  generalization. 

With  slight  fluctuations  here  and  there,  the  per¬ 
centage  of  efficiency  in  the  case  of  both  sexes  gradually 
increases  from  the  age  of  twenty  years  to  that  of  forty 
years.  The  high  water  mark  of  efficiency  appears  to  be 
attained  in  the  years  from  thirty-five  to  forty.  This 
standard  is  held  throughout  the  forties.  In  the  fifties 
there  is  but  slight  diminution  in  the  case  of  the  male 
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teachers.  In  this  decade  the  diminution  is  more  marked 
in  the  case  of  the  female  teachers. 

In  both  cases  the  standard  of  efficiency  of  teachers 
in  the  fifties  grades  higher  than  that  of  the  teachers  in 
the  twenties.  Between  no  two  succesive  decades  of 
service  is  there  a  wide  divergence  in  the  standards  of 
efficiency. 

It  should  be  stated  too  that  as  in  some  of  the 
decades  the  number  of  teachers  is  not  very  large  the 
results  as  a  whole  should  be  regarded  as  indicating 
tendencies,  not  as  representing  settled  conditions. 
Records  for  several  successive  years  are  essential  in 
such  cases  to  afford  a  good  basis  of  assurance. 

Equal  Pay  for  Equal  Work. 

Last  year  the  British  Government  published 
reports  of  two  commissions  appointed  to  inquire  into 
the  principles  which  should  determine  the  construction 
of  the  scales  of  salaries  of  teachers  in  England. 

The  commissions  were  unable  to  accept  the  prin¬ 
ciples  of  equal  pay  for  men  and  women  partly,  they 
declared,  because  a  scale  of  salaries  adequate  for  women 
is,  under  present  circumstances,  inadequate  for  men, 
and  partly  because  it  is  essential  to  attract  and  retain 
suitable  men  in  the  profession. 

In  dealing  with  the  question  of  equal  pay  for  both 
sexes,  for  which,  it  was  stated,  justification  might  be 
found  by  some  in  the  requirement  of  similar  qualifi¬ 
cations  and  efficiency  from  both  men  and  women 
teachers,  the  commission  were  of  the  opinion  that  there 
must  be  differentiation  of  scales  on  the  basis  of  sex. 
It  was  urged  that  a  salary  attractive  to  a  woman  will 
not  attract  a  man  of  similar  qualifications,  that  since 
salaries  must  be  sufficiently  high  to  attract  and  retain 
the  services  of  qualified  teachers,  the  fact  must  be 
taken  into  consideration  that  there  are  more  openings 
for  men  than  for  women  in  commerce  and  industry  and 
in  the  professional  and  public  services,  that  as  a  general 
rule  men  are  likely  to  give  longer  service,  and  that 
while  the  prospect  for  marriage  may  be  the  same  for 
both  sexes,  marriage  for  the  man  implies  the  assumption 
of  new  financial  responsibilities. 
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It  was  further  contended  that  under  present 
economic  and  social  conditions  equality  of  pay  for  the 
two  sexes  would  lead  to  the  one  being  underpaid  or  the 
other  overpaid.  At  the  same  time  it  was  suggested 
that  scales  of  salary  should  be  approximately  the  same 
in  initial  stages  for  both  men  and  women,  but  that 
differences  imposed  by  differences  of  economic  and 
social  status  should  be  introduced  at  later  stages. 

The  commissioners  appear  to  have  based  their 
conclusions  largely  on  conditions  of  supply  and  demand, 
competition  and  expediency.  Considerations  of  right 
and  justice  do  not  appear  to  have  weighed  as  decisive 
factors.  It  is  asserted  in  essence  that  male  and  female 
teachers  should  not  receive  equal  pay  because  women 
can  be  secured  for  less  pay;  that  men  should  be  paid 
more  than  women  because  when  they  marry  they 
assume  additional  financial  burdens;  also  that  if  both 
were  given  equal  pay  it  would  result  in  the  one  being- 
underpaid  or  the  other  being  overpaid.  At  the  same 
time  no  attempt  is  made  to  show  how  overpay  in  the 
one  case  or  underpay  in  the  other  could  possibly  occur 
where  equal  services  are  rendered  and  equal  pay  allowed. 

The  suggestions  of  the  report  are  on  broader  lines 
than  the  argumentation,  since  it  is  allowed  that  initial 
salaries  for  male  and  female  teachers  with  the  same 
qualifications  should  be  approximately  equal.  This  is 
equivalent  to  removal  of  the  stress  on  extra  supply  of 
female  teachers  as  a  ground  for  lower  salaries  than  in 
case  of  male  teachers.  The  further  suggestion  that 
differences  in  salary  imposed  by  differences  of  economic 
and  social  status  should  be  introduced  at  later  stages, 
could  not  be  carried  out  justly  and  fairly  without 
agreement  as  to  the  character  of  the  social  and  economic 
differences  that  should  be  considered.  This  would 
involve  inquiry  into  and  knowledge  of  the  circumstances 
of  every  individual  teacher,  male  and  female.  The 
more  such  irrelevant  matters  are  taken  into  account 
as  ground  for  differentiating  salaries  the  more  difficult 
it  will  become  to  establish  salary  schedules  at  all  or  to 
stabilize  a  sense  of  just  treatment  in  the  mind  of  any 
school  staff.  Looking  to  the  near  future,  the  spirit  of 
a  just  social  order  may  be  expected  to  lay  increasing 
emphasis  on  the  conditions  of  efficient  service  and  less 
on  the  accidents  of  sex,  competition,  supply  and  demand 
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as  the  factors  that  should  determine  the  character  of 
salary  schedules. 

Articulation  With  High  Schools. 

Statistics  collected  in  the  public  schools  of  the 
city  in  the  past  few  years,  supplemented  by  reports 
kindly  furnished  by  the  Principals  of  the  High  Schools, 
show  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  pupils  who  compete 
the  public  school  course  enter  the  High  Schools. 

In  June,  1918,  for  example,  2,150  pupils  completed 
the  usual  public  school  course,  and  1,686,  or  78  per 
cent,  of  these  entered  the  High  Schools.  Again  in 
June,  1919,  from  a  total  of  2,390  pupils  who  completed 
the  course  in  the  public  schools  1,845,  or  77  per  cent,  of 
these  entered  the  High  Schools.  In  fact,  the  High 
Schools  of  the  city  obtain  as  large  a  percentage  of  the 
Senior  Fourth  pupils  as  the  Senior  Fourth  Forms  receive 
of  the  Junior  Fourth  Form  pupils.  In  other  words, 
there  is  at  present  as  close  articulation  between  the 
public  schools  and  the  high  schools  of  the  city  as  there 
is  between  the  Junior  and  the  Senior  Fourth  Forms  of 
the  public  schools.  In  the  face  of  such  facts  as  these 
it  cannot  be  contended  that  the  High  Schools  of  Toronto 
are  aloof  from  the  public  schools,  or  that  they  are,  as 
is  sometimes  alleged,  the  schools  of  the  privileged  few, 
notwithstanding  the  fact  that  the  present  provisions  for 
admission  of  pupils  may  involve  some  restrictions 
locally  unnecessary  and  unsuitable.  The  plan  of 
admitting  pupils  to  the  high  schools  of  the  city  on  the 
certificates  of  their  principals  has  worked  very  success¬ 
fully,  however.  Of  11,707  pupils  admitted  in  the  past 
six  years  10,125  pupils,  or  eighty-six  per  cent,  of  the 
entrants,  have  been  admitted  on  the  certificates  of 
their  principals. 

About  seventy  per  cent,  of  the  entrants  go  to  the 
eight  academic  High  Schools  and  thirty  per  cent,  to 
the  High  School  of  Commerce  and  the  Technical  School. 
Considering  the  area  of  the  city,  the  need  for  more 
Commercial  and  Technical  schools  is  manifest. 

Dropping  Out. 

The  total  number  of  pupils  leaving  the  public 
schools  of  the  city  during  the  year  was  12,692.  Of 
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these  5,330  left  the  city,.  2,390  completed  the  public 
school  course,  795  entered  other  institutions,  1S8  were 
removed  by  death,  443  left  on  account  of  protracted 
illness  or  other  physical  causes,  85  were  exempted  from 
attendance  owing  to  economic  reasons,  33  1  under  S 
years  of  age. were  withdrawn  temporarily,  3,005  left 
school,  being  over  14  years  of  age,  and  122  dropped  out 
without  being  accounted  for  up  to  the  close  of  the 
year.  These  may  be  traced  during  the  current  year. 

Of  the  3,005  pupils  who  left  at  14  years  of  age 
without  completing  the  course,  1,570  were  in  the  Fourth 
Form,  1,243  in  the  Third  Form,  and  the  remaining  ISO 
in  the  lower  grades,  most  of  the  latter  being  mentally 
sub-normal.  Thus  about  94  per  cent,  of  the  pupils  who 
dropped  out  at  14  had  acquired  at  least  the  rudiments 
of  an  elementary  education.  Owing  in  most  cases  to 
the  pressure,  in  some  cases  to  the  lure  of  economic 
conditions,  these  pupils  have  left  school  to  go  to  work. 
To  such  as  these  in  particular  such  courses  as  might  be 
provided  under  the  Adolescent  School  Attendance  Act 
would  be  of  special  advantage,  securing  for  them  some 
regular  instruction  at  suitable  periods  of  the  day. 

Conference  of  Principals  and  Inspectors. 

In  June  and  September  conferences  of  Principals 
and  Inspectors  were  held  to  consider  numerous  subjects 
and  topics  having  a  direct  bearing  on  the  management 
and  progress  of  the  schools. 

One  of  the  most  important  steps  whs  the  appoint¬ 
ment  of  a  committee  to  consider  a  better  subdivision 
of  the  public  school  course,  improvement  of  the  subject 
matter  and  equalization  of  the  periods  of  time  for  the 
general  promotion  in  all  grades. 

Some  years  ago  regular  promotion  periods  in  the 
four  lower  grades  of  the  public  schools  were  fixed  at  the 
end  of  January  and  June,  thus  dividing  the  school  year 
into  two  five-month  terms.  For  a  time  the  promotion 
periods  in  the  upper  grades  occurred  annually  at  the 
end  of  June,  and  in  the  three  highest  grades  they  still 
occur  generally  at  that  time. 

The  advisability  of  making  the  term  unit  five 
months  throughout  the  schools  is  now  under  considera¬ 
tion.  There  are  economic  conditions  that  may  be 
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urged  in  strong  support  of  this  step,  while  one-year 
periods  throughout  are  advised  by  a  number  of  ex¬ 
perienced  teachers.  The  unequal  term  periods  in 
lower  and  upper  grades  must,  in  any  event,  be  replaced 
by  uniform  periods  now  that  there  are  increasing 
numbers  of  pupils  entering  the  upper  -grades  twice 
a  year. 

The  strongest  argument  in  favor  of  the  five-month 
period  is  that  the  pupil  who  fails  to  make  his  grade 
will  have  another  chance  in  five  months,  instead  of 
having  to  wait  a  whole  year  as  is  too  often  the  case. 
One  of  the  main  arguments  to  the  contrary  is  that  the 
successful  pupil  must  have  a  change  of  teacher  every 
five  months  or  each  teacher  must  conduct  her  class  in 
two  sections,  except  in  the  few  cases  where  the  teacher 
and  the  whole  class  may  step  up  to  the  more  advanced 
work  together. 

The  division  of  each  grade  into  two  sections  would 
reduce  the  number  of  inter- term  promotions.  In  the 
case  of  Grade  Eight  pupils  completing  their  work  at 
the  end  of  January  there  would  be  a  delay  of  seven 
months  in  entering  high  school,  until  such  time  at 
least  as  general  admissions  to  the  high  schools  could  be 
arranged  accordingly. 

Auxiliary  Classes. 

During  the  year  a  staff  of  thirty-four  teachers  was 
engaged  in  conducting  auxiliary  classes  of  various 
types,  including  hospital,  open  air,  backward,  parental 
and  custodial  classes.  A  careful  survey  of  all  the 
ascertained  cases  of  crippled  children  of  school  age 
demonstrated  that  with  few  exceptions  these  were  in 
regular  attendance  at  the  schools  of  their  districts.  In 
the  case  of  a  number  not  able  to  attend  school  a  home 
visiting  teacher  helpfully  supervised  their  studies. 

Provision  remains  to  be  made  for  pupils  with 
defective  speech,  hearing  and  vision.  A  survey  made 
in  the  past  few  months  points  very  definitely  to  the 
urgent  need  for  a  considerable  number  of  sight-saving 
classes  for  pupils  whose  vision  is  less  than  one-third  of 
the  normal  in  scope  and  power. 

The  survey  now  being  conducted  by  psychiatrists 
under  the  Department  of  School  Medical  Inspection 
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will  be  continued  during  1920,  and  may  not  be  com¬ 
pleted  till  the  following  year.  From  interim  reports 
already  received  it  is  probable  that  pupils  pronouncedly 
deficient  in  their  mentality  will  number  several  hundred. 
These  are  pupils  who  cannot  be  helped  properly  in  the 
regular  classes  and  whose  presence  in  these  classes  is 
at  the  same  time  very  detrimental  to  the  normal  pupils. 
Some  of  them  may  be  much  benefited  in  Special  Classes 
for  a  few  years.  Many  of  them  may  be  destined  for 
institutional  life.  At  the  most  the  Board  of  Education 
can  assume  only  a  portion  of  the  responsibility  of 
society  for  these  children.  The  problem  they  present 
is  one  primarily  involving  the  Federal  and  Provincial 
Governments.  The  urgent  requirement  in  the  interest 
alike  of  education  and  economy  is  the  removal  of  the 
mentally  low  grade  children  from  the  regular  grades  of 
the  public  schools  and  provision  for  them  of  such 
education  as  they  are  capable  of  receiving.  Pending 
action  by  the  governments,  prompt  steps  ought  to  be 
taken  by  the  Board  of  Education  to  place  these  pupils 
in  special  classes  as  rapidly  as  accommodation  can  be 
provided.  The  expense  of  thirty  classes  for  such 
pupils  throughout  the  public  schools  of  the  city  would 
be  offset  in  two  or  three  years  by  the  gain  all  round  in 
educational  progress. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing  there  are  likely  to  be 
found,  when  all  reports  are  completed,  some  hundreds 
of  other  pupils  at  present  below  the  average  standard 
of  mentality  and  grade,  for  their  years,  who,  from  the 
standpoint  of  the  psychiatrist,  might  also  be  character¬ 
ized  properly  as  more  or  less  subnormal.  These  are 
pupils  who  would  be  deprived  of  their  school  rights 
and  needlessly  stigmatized  were  they  wholly  segregated 
from  the  rest  of  the  school.  In  dealing  with  these  it 
is  well  to  keep  in  view  that  the  public  school  is  a  social 
organism  that  cannot  be  made  to  function  at  its  best 
within  the  classiffcatory  lines  of  a  departmental  store, 
a  national  exhibition  or  a  museum.  The  aim  of  edu¬ 
cation,  socially,  is  not  to  produce  identity  of  personality 
in  the  component  individuals  but  to  develop  in  the 
group  comprehensive  personality  sustaining,  inspiring 
and  enriching  all. 

If  the  aim  were  mere  getting  on  in  academic  sub¬ 
jects  pupils  might  well  be  grouped  as  nearly  as  possible 
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according  to  their  abilities  and  the  competitive  spirit 
given  its  full  fling.  Were  such  groups  not  to  inter¬ 
mingle  and  participate  much  in  common  work  and 
effort,  such  a  school  would  miss  the  very  conditions 
under  which  the  social  and  moral  spirit  of  youth  might 
be  nurtured  best,  and  would  fail  to  adumbrate  the  best 
influences  of  after-school  life  in  the  community. 

The  pupils  whose  presence  menaces  or  damages  the 
life  of  the  school  must  be  segregated  or  removed.  The 
many  atypical  pupils  and  pupils  with  a  wide  range  of 
individual  limitations  who  can  be  essentially  helped  by 
working  with  others,  though  requiring  special  attention 
for  part  of  the  time,  should  not  be  deprived  of  this 
advantage.  The  reports  of  the  psychiatrist  should  be 
a  valuable  guide  to  the  educator,  not  in  multiplying 
special  classes,  but  in  arranging  the  individual  assistance 
required  to  fit  as  many  backward  pupils  as  possible  to 
remain  in  the  regular  grades  of  the  school,  and  thereby 
share  as  largely  as  possible  in  its  normal  social  life. 

In  the  average  city  school  one  or  two  special 
teachers  helping  the  backward  pupils  in  their  weak 
subjects  or  faculties  could  render  a  service  of  economic 
and  educational  advantage  to  all  the  pupils  of  the 
school. 

Physical  Education. 

The  rapid  and  marked  improvement  in  the  physique 
of  recruits  resulting  from  life  in  the  open  air  and  a  daily 
regimen  of  work,  rest,  diet  and  recreation,  was  one  of 
the  most  obvious  lessons  of  the  preparatory  stages  of 
the  war.  In  a  few  weeks  thousands  of  youths,  in  many 
cases  of  neutral  complexion  and  physically  languid, 
were  transformed  as  by  magic  into  ruddy  faced  columns 
of  energized  manhood. 

Another  lesson  not  so  open  to  general  observation, 
but  widely  attested  by  the  records  of  the  medical 
examiners,  is  found  in  the  prevalence  of  physical  de¬ 
ficiency  in  the  manhood  of  the  nation.  In  Canada  the 
physical  examinations  were  confined  in  the  main  to  the 
younger  men  of  the  country.  In  the  Motherland, 
while  similar  conditions  were  revealed  in  respect  to  the 
younger  men,  a  general  physical  census  of  the  manhood 
of  Great  Britain  was  taken  which  involved  during  the 
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year  immediately  preceding  the  Armistice  an  examina¬ 
tion  of  nearly  two  and  a  half  million  men  of  all  ages, 
classes  and  occupations.  These  fell  into  four  great 
groups,  according  to  physical  condition,  as  follows: — 

(a)  Only  thirty-six  per  cent,  of  the  men  were 
perfectly  fit  and  healthy,  (b)  Twenty-three  per  cent, 
were  on  a  definitely  infirm  plane  of  health  and  strength. 

(c)  Thirty-one  per  cent,  were  incapable  of  undergoing 
more  than  a  moderate  degree  of  physical  exertion. 

(d)  The  remaining  ten  per  cent,  were  chronic  invalids 
with  a  precarious  hold  on  life. 

Those  engaged  in  agriculture  ranked  among  the 
best,  while  men  from  the  woollen  and  clothing  occupa¬ 
tions  were  among  the  lowest.  These  two  occupations 
illustrated  the  extreme  physical  results  of  outdoor  and 
indoor  employment.  Seventy-five  per  cent,  of  the 
farmers  and  but  thirty-four  per  cent,  of  the  tailors  were 
found  perfectly  fit  and  healthy,  while  forty-five  per  cent, 
of  the  tailors  and  but  twelve  per  cent,  of  the  farmers 
were  either  incapable  of  more  than  moderate  bodily 
exertion  or  were  chronic  invalids. 

Whatever  the  other  lessons  to  be  learned  from  the 
war,  educational  institutions  from  lowest  to  highest  may 
well  note  the  revelation  of  too  widespread  physical 
deficiency  and  the  remedial  influence  of  exercise  and 
occupation  out  of  doors.  If  all  children  of  the  cities 
are  to  have  a  proper  start  in  building  up  strong  and 
healthy  bodies  both  the  programmes  and  the  appoint¬ 
ments  of  elementary  schools  should  undergo  some 
change.  The  accommodations  of  schools  need  not  be 
more  expensive  than  at  present,  but  they  should  be  in 
some  respects  different,  affording  quick  access  to  special 
open  spaces  and  rooms  flooded  with  free  fresh  air. 
While  the  long  accepted  standard  subjects,  the  instru¬ 
mental  agencies  of  education,  will  remain  the  core  of 
any  sort  of  elementary  school  course  approved  by 
representatives  of  public  education,  it  may  be  expected 
and  hoped  that  the  tendency  to  reinforce  these  subjects 
with  recreation,  handicraft  and  social  exercises  will 
continue  till  the  public  school  life  of  children  is  fully 
shaped  to  their  needs.  For  the  average  child  the  direct 
work  of  the  school  must  be  done  in  the  main  between 
nine  and  four  o’clock  during  about  two  hundred  days 
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in  the  year.  It  has  not  been  shown  that  this  provides 
either  too  short  a  day  or  too  short  a  year  for  closely 
regulated  and  supervised  work  for  children  of  elementary 
school  age.  It  is  considerably  more  than  the  time 
provision  for  University  students. 

A  school  day  starting  before  nine  is  not  so  suitable 
for  the  homes  of  any  class  of  urban  people,  however 
they  may  have  adapted  themselves  to  it  in  a  few  com¬ 
munities  following  special  occupations.  Nor  is  a  school 
day  lasting  beyond  four  o’clock  desirable  for  the  mass 
of  children  under  sixteen  years  of  age,  though  voluntary 
attendance  on  recreational  activities  conducted  after 
that  hour  may  be  encouraged  with  advantage. 

Thus  for  a  period  of  five  to  six  hours  per  day  the 
elementary  school  has  an  opportunity  to  educate  the 
pupil  through  study,  handicraft,  entertainment,  physical 
culture  and  play.  While  to  some  extent  each  of  these 
may  be  articulated  with  one  or  more  of  the  others, 
larger  provision  for  the  physical  aspects  of  education 
will  involve  elimination  as  well  as  modification  of 
matter  now  included  in  the  academic  side  of  the  public 
school  course. 

The  time  given  to  sedentary  school  work  must  be 
more  largely  interspersed  with  work  and  recreation 
involving  ample  physical  activity. 

Amid  all  the  demands  for  better  elementary  edu¬ 
cation,  the  three  R’s  must  retain  a  central  place  as  the 
fundamental  agency  by  which  the  individual  is  enabled 
to  appropriate  the  results  of  the  progress  of  civilization. 
The  three  R’s  cannot  be  satisfactorily  acquired  inciden¬ 
tally  by  the  mass  of  children  from  an}^  school  programme 
in  which  they  are  not  given  a  specific  place  as  such. 
This  does  not  exclude  their  being  taught  in  association 
with  other  material.  It  does  require  that  they  be 
recognized  as  ends  in  themselves  and  be  allotted  definite 
time  and  place  in  the  course.  There  is  room  for  these 
“tools  of  knowledge’’  and  also  for  other  exercises 
advisably  associated  with  the  physical  and  social 
development  of  the  public  school  period. 

Lanterns  in  the  Schools. 

For  several  years  projection  lanterns  have  been  in 
use  in  most  of  the  schools,  at  least  as  occasional  means 
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of  illustration  or  entertainment.  A  few  months  ago 
ten  moving-picture  lanterns  (and  ten  projection  lan¬ 
terns  for  stationary  pictures  for  the  use  of  schools  still 
without  these)  were  placed  centrally  to  groups  of  schools, 
in  which  they  are  now  to  be  used  experimentally  as 
regular  agencies  of  instruction.  Provision  has  been 
made  for  renting  films  of  a  definite  educational  character 
to  be  used  in  rotation  among  the  schools. 

The  moving  picture  has  yet  to  prove  its  value  as 
an  instrument  of  education  in  the  elementary  school. 
There  is  the  problem  of  procuring  an  adequate  supply 
of  films  with  subject  matter  suitable  to  reinforce  an 
effective  public  school  course.  This  problem  ought  to 
be  solvable.  At  present  it  is  far  from  solution,  and 
can  be  expected  at  least  to  advance  in  a  series  of  pro¬ 
gressive  stages  through  a  considerable  period  of  time. 
If  the  moving  picture  wins  a  place  in  the  public  school 
the  problem  of  the  film  may  be  expected  to  equal  in 
difficulty  that  of  the  much  vexed  and  never  settled 
textbook. 

Then  there  is  the  problem  of  the  effect  of  the 
moving  picture  on  the  vision  and  the  general  physical 
constitution  of  the  pupils.  Thus  far  the  physician  and 
the  physiologist  have  given  no  assurance  on  this  subject. 
Urban  children  are  attending  moving  picture  theatres, 
and  attending  them  habitually,  in  increasing  numbers. 
If  the  moving  picture  in  the  school  affords  school 
medical  officers  an  opportunity  to  arrive  at  definite 
conclusions  respecting  the  physical  side  of  the  problem 
the  compensation  may  well  outweigh  the  cost. 

The  educational  problem  also  remains  to  be  solved. 
What  effect  will  the  free  use  of  the  moving  picture 
illustration  have  on  the  mental  action,  the  mental 
habit,  and,  ultimately,  the  mental  character  of  the 
pupil?  Will  it  deepen  impression;  will  it  encourage 
reflection;  will  it  induce  concentration;  will  it  develop 
the  power  of  insight?  Or  will  its  images  be  lost  among 
the  myriad  flitting  fancies  of  childhood’s  every  day? 
Will  the  impressions  be  as  superficial  and  evanescent 
as  the  views?  Will  the  pupils  tend  to  become  mere 
passive  recipients?  Or  will  the  thoughtful  and  well 
prepared  teacher  be  able  to  follow  a  clear  and  steady 
road  amid  these  devious  byways?  In  a  word,  may 
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there  be  an  apt  use  of  the  moving  picture  to  quicken 
and  deepen  the  impression  of  the  social  or  other  facts 
illustrated? 

The  introduction  of  moving  pictures  into  the 
public  schools  of  Toronto  is  an  experimental  step 
undertaken  with  reasonable  expectation  and  worthy 
of  watchful  interest. 

Royal  Ontario  Museum. 

One  of  the  chief  aims  of  elementary  education  is 
to  create  a  thirst  for  knowledge  and  to  cultivate  the 
habit  of  acquiring  it.  Of  itself  the  public  school  can 
be  but  the  doorway  to  knowledge  and  education. 
Among  the  auxiliary  forces  upon  which  it  may  depend 
and  whose  aid  it  should  diligently  seek,  few  are  so 
influential  at  least  in  the  cities,  as  a  good  Museum. 

Owing  to  special  facilities  afforded  by  the  Directors 
of  the  Royal  Ontario  Museum,  classes  from  forty-three 
public  schools  of  the  city  visited  that  institution  last 
year,  under  the  guidance  of  specialists  in  each  depart¬ 
ment  of  the  Museum.  Through  the  kindness  of  Mrs. 
H.  D.  Warren,  there  has  been  presented  to  the  zoo¬ 
logical  section  a  set  of  two  hundred  colored  lantern 
slides  of  birds,  expressly  designated  for  the  use  of  the 
school  children  of  Toronto.  The  Museum  itself  has 
provided  portable  projection  apparatus  by  which  these 
slides  may  be  exhibited  in  any  school  or  class  room 
with  the  ordinary  electrical  connections.  Lists  of  the 
slides  have  already  been  sent  to  all  the  schools,  and  it 
may  be  expected  that  these  bird  slides  will  soon  be  in 
general  demand. 

The  use  of  these  slides  should  be  linked  up  with 
actual  observation  of  bird  life,  and  records  of  same 
made  by  the  pupils  during  the  sojourn  of  the  birds  in 
the  region. 


Ontario  College  op'  Art. 

A  special  free  course  in  Art  is  now  being  given 
every  Saturday  morning  by  the  staff  of  the  Ontario 
College  of  Art  to  pupils  of  the  public  schools  who  have 
been  selected  because  of  the  evidence  they  have  shown 
of  some  special  ability  in  this  direction.  After  careful 
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consideration  it  was  found  that  twenty-two  pupils 
could  be  recommended  for  admission  to  this  class  from 
all  the  Senior  Public  School  Forms  of  the  city.  All  the 
pupils  selected  readily  accepted  the  opportunity  to 
develop  their  talent,  though  it  meant  the  sacrifice  of 
the  forenoon  of  the  Saturday  holiday. 

The  original  idea  of  this  course,  as  stated  by  Mr. 
Arthur  Lismer,  Vice-Principal  of  the  Ontario  College  of 
Art,  was  to  find  some  method  whereby  the  youthful 
artistic  talent  of  the  city  could  be  given  an  opportunity 
to  develop  its  ability  under  the  supervision  of  Art 
instruction  in  an  Art  training  institution. 

The  drawing  courses  in  the  public  and  high  schools 
are  not  intended  to  produce  artists  or  art  craftsmen. 
Although  all  students  benefit  by  these  courses,  they  do 
not  constitute  a  means  of  supplying  to  the  students 
such  a  form  of  Art  training  as  would  lead  eventually 
to  a  determination  of  their  individual  form  of  Art 
expression,  whether  as  designers,  illustrators,  painters 
or  craftsmen.  The  school  age  is  a  good  time  to  com¬ 
mence  such  training. 

In  addition  to  the  twenty-two  pupils  from  the 
public  schools  there  are  eighteen  from  the  high  schools. 
The  course  given  aims  to  develop  appreciation  of  Fine 
and  Applied  Art,  and  is  really  a  design  course  intro¬ 
ducing  Industrial  Art  problems  and  Pictorial  Com¬ 
position,  including  the  use  of  various  mediums,  study 
of  color-harmony  and  the  principles  of  law  and  order  in 
all  manifestations  of  Art. 

It  is  not  expected  that  any  special  talent  will  be 
developed  in  the  course  of  one  year,  but  the  Ontario 
College  of  Art  will  be  able  to  report  at  the  end  of  the 
course  the  names  of  those  who  have  special  ability,  and 
to  recommend  that  further  opportunities  be  given  them 
to  develop  their  talent.  It  may  be  possible  to  offer 
special  extension  scholarships  to  certain  students. 

The  class  meets  on  alternate  Saturday  forenoons 
at  the  Ontario  College  of  Art  and  the  Royal  Ontario 
Museum.  In  the  Museum  study  is  made  of  historical 
forms  of  design  in  textile  patterns,  metal-work,  lace, 
rugs  and  natural  forms  of  animals,  including  birds, 
insects,  etc.  The  motifs  thus  gathered  are  utilized  in 
developing  design  in  class  work  at  the  College  of  Art. 
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In  the  meantime  this  Art  course  offers  a  splendid 
opportunity  for  carrying  on  the  training  of  young  pupils 
having  distinctive  inclination  towards  Art  expression. 

In  the  elementary  and  secondary  schools  of  a  city 
such  as  Toronto  it  is  reasonable  to  think  that  there 
could  be  found  from  time  to  time  a  number  of  young 
persons  gifted  with  unusual  talents.  To  bring  talent 
and  opportunity  together  is  to  broaden  the  bounds  of 
freedom  and  enrich  the  life  of  the  people. 

A  Valuable  Local  Aid. 

Economic  pressure  in  the  home,  which  is  forcing 
many  boys  to  become  revenue  producers  before  their 
time,  at  the  expense  of  their  education,  is  becoming 
one  of  the  most  serious  problems  of  urban  centres. 
For  this  reason  an  experiment  which  is  being  tried  in 
West  End  Y.M.C.A.  in  Toronto  has  more  than  a 
passing  interest  on  account  of  the  fact  that  the  institu¬ 
tion  is  seeking  to  make  contact  and  is  already  successful 
in  having  made  contact  with  employed  boys  to  the 
number  of  fifteen  hundred  in  some  of  the  big  industrial 
establishments  of  the  city. 

To  these  boys  the  institution  is  throwing  open  its 
advantages  through  the  Employed  Boys’  Secretary, 
Mr.  W.  E.  Braden,  who  has  established  centres  in 
several  of  the  largest  factories  for  recreational  and 
educational  purposes,  thereby  affording  stimulus  and 
guidance  to  many  who  would  tend  to  drift  away  from 
the  educational  facilities  of  the  city  and  substitute 
street  corner  loafing  for  study  during  their  most  im¬ 
pressionable  and  formative  years; 

The 'aim  of  the  West  End  Y.M.C.A.  is  to  make 
good  citizens  of  boys  who  are  no  longer  under  the 
control  of  the  school,  and  to  urge  upon  them  a  contin¬ 
uation  of  their  studies  along  the  lines  upon  which  nature 
has  best  fitted  them  to  succeed. 

While  the  boy  is  drawn  by  the  amusement  feature 
of  the  scheme  in  the  way  of  inter-factory  league  com¬ 
petitions,  he  is  shown  his  duty  to  his  employer  and  to 
himself  in  a  spirit  of  comradeship. 

The  boys  are  reported  as  showing  a  keen  apprecia¬ 
tion  of  what  is  being  done  for  them,  and  as  being  eager 
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and  anxious  to  become  associated  with  the  movement. 

Another  encouraging  feature  is  the  sympathetic 
attitude  of  the  employers  of  the  larger  factories  towards 
the  work.  The  employers  are  evidently  taking  the 
view  that  trained  workmen  in  the  future  depend  on 
trained  apprentices  in  the  present,  and  that  apart  from 
the  altruistic  side  of  the  work  money  spent  on  their 
boys  is  a  good  investment  which  will  yield  valuable 
returns  in  the  days  to  come. 

In  another  part  of  this  report  is  a  cut  of  the  Work¬ 
ing  boys’  Club  of  the  Canada  Cycle  and  Motor  Com¬ 
pany,  which  is  typical  of  the  clubs  formed  in  other 
industries. 

Along  quite  different  lines  the  Broadview  Boys’ 
Institute  already  has  a  fine  achievement  of  many 
years  to  its  credit  as  an  auxiliary  educational  agency 
of  the  Broadview  Branch  of  the  Y.M.C.A. 

In  its  educational  work  among  the  youth  of  the 
city  the  Y.M.C.A.  has  blazed  the  way  for  the  Adolescent 
School  Attendance  Act,  which  cannot  too  soon  claim 
the  practical  attention  of  the  Board  of  Education.

Public  Schools — September  30,  1918, 
and  September  30,  1919. 

The  following  statement  shows  the  proportion  of 
pupils  in  each  form  of  each  school  expressed  in  per¬ 
centage.  While  it  indicates  the  condition  of  the  schools 
in  a  general  way  in  respect  to  retardation,  it  does  not 
constitute  a  fair  basis  of  comparison  between  school  and 
school  in  every  case.  The  circumstances  of  a  consider¬ 
able  number  of  the  schools  vary  from  the  standard. 
Some  have  no  fourth  forms;  some  send  a  considerable 
number  of  their  senior  pupils  to  other  schools;  some, 
as  a  consequence,  receive  fourth  form  pupils  from  other 
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schools.  Some  of  the  schools  are  not  long  in  existence. 
Some  have  to  deal  with  large  foreign  elements.  In 
some  of  the  rapidly  growing  districts  the  new  pupils 
belong  largely  to  the  primary  and  other  lower  grades. 

As  retardation  is  reduced  the  relative  number  of 
pupils  in  the  higher  forms  will  increase. 

The  problem  of  further  improving  the  proportion 
is  a  local  problem  for  each  principal. 

The  upper  line  of  figures  opposite  the  name  of  each 
school  shows  the  percentages  of  1918;  the  lower  line  the 
percentages  for  1919: —

Teaching  of  Phonics. 

Many  of  our  teachers  use  the  Phonic  Method 
almost  exclusively  in  the  early  stages  of  teaching 
Reading.  This  is  true  as  well  of  many  young  teachers 
recent  graduates  of  the  Normal  School  or  Faculty  of 
Education.  It  is  difficult  to  account  for  the  latter 
statement,  unless  it  be  one  of  local  influence. 

The  great  objection  to  the  exclusive  use  of  the 
phonic  method  at  first  is  that  it  takes  weeks  and  months 
to  master  all  the  sounds  and  symbols  that  the  child 
must  have  in  order  to  interpret  sentences  independently. 
Meantime  his  thought  power  is  weakened,  instead  of 
strengthened,  and  he  gains  little  or  nothing  of  value 
from  the  literary  standpoint.  The  great  value  of  this 
method  when  used  gradually  and  by  easy  stages  while 
the  child  is  learning  to  read  by  any  method  which 
emphasizes  the  fact  that  reading  is  getting  thought 
from  the  printed  page,  is  that  it  makes  the  child  inde¬ 
pendent  by  giving  him  a  key  which  he  may  use  for 
himself. 

We  recommend  a  judicious  blending  of  the  four 
methods — sentence,  word,  phonic  and  alphabet.  Com¬ 
bining  the  four  gives  the  child  the  benefit  of  the  best  in 
each  and  relieves  him  from  the  objectionable  features 
of  all.  From  the  use  of  sentences  the  child  learns  to 
gather  thought,  which  is  the  true  basis  of  reading. 
From  the  recognition  of  separate  words  he  learns  to 
translate  familiar  ideas,  heretofore  expressed  in  spoken 
words,  into  their  written  or  printed  form.  From  the 
training  given  by  phonics  and  the  alphabet  he  gradually 
learns  to  help  himself  to  new  words. 

Let  thought  lead.  It  is  much  easier  to  teach  a 
well-knit  series  than  a  loosely  organized  collection  of 
words  and  sentences.  When  the  thought  sequence  is 
interrupted  interest  flags  and  attention  wanders.  If 
phonics  are  allowed  to  lead  it  results  in  word  calling; 
but  if  phonics  are  wisely  used,  while  thought  is  allowed 
to  lead,  it  will  result  in  independent  and  thoughtful 
reading. 
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The  meaningless  subject  matter  of  the  primers, 
devised  chiefly  for  formal  drill  in  phonics,  and  neglecting 
all  appeal  to  the  children’s  interests,  is  largely  disappear¬ 
ing  in  modern  texts.  The  interesting  episodes  of  child 
life  replace  them.  Children’s  classics  include  the 
jingles  and  rhymes  of  Mother  Goose,  the  fairy  tale,  the 
myth,  the  animal  story,  the  cumulative  story  and  easily 
memorized  songs  and  poems. 

The  “letter-by-letter”  stuttering  or  the  halting 
“word-by-word”  pronunciation  is  avoided  by  empha¬ 
sizing  thought  rather  than  form.  A  natural  speed  and 
phrasing  is  obtained  because  present  methods  favour 
these  habits  from  the  beginning.  Reading  is  a  two- 
sided  affair  at  the  very  least;  it  has  to  do  with  the 
forms  of  words  and  with  the  meaning  behind  the  forms. 
So  intimately  involved  are  these  elements  that  each 
helps  the  other  and  neither  can  get  along  alone.  Phonic 
exercises  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  sense  of  what  is 
read;  they  rather  lead  the  attention  for  the  time  being 
away  from  the  sense  of  the  words  and  focus  it  upon  the 
form.  Obviously,  then,  phonic  work  is  supplementary. 
It  should  always  be  subordinate.  Never  should  a 
reading  lesson  be  constructed  primarily  on  a  phonic 
basis  instead  of  primarily  on  a  thought  basis. 

The  Measurement  of  Intelligence. 

The  statistics  collected  annually  by  the  Chief 
Inspector  from  the  various  city  schools  go  to  show  that 
between  a  third  and  a  half  of  the  pupils  of  our  schools 
fail  to  progress  through  the  grades  at  the  expected 
rate;  that  there  are  a  great  many  “repeaters”  in  each 
grade.  This  means  that  a  large  share  of  the  Board  of 
Education’s  financial  outlay  is  devoted  to  re-teaching 
children  what  they  have  already  been  taught— but 
have  failed  to  learn. 

The  trouble  is  that  we  are  working  under  the 
assumption  that  under  the  right  conditions  all  children 
are  equally  or  almost  equally  capable  of  making  satisfac¬ 
tory  school  progress.  We  are  trying  improved  methods 
of  instruction  and  promotion  and  giving  increased  atten¬ 
tion  to  the  children’s  health,  but  we  fail  to  recognize  that 
there  are  varying  grades  of  intelligence. 
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The  common  opinion  seems  to  be  that  nearly  all 
children  are  capable  of  satisfactorily  accomplishing 
eight  grades  of  school  work  in  eight  years,  and  that  if 
they  fail  to  do  so  it  is  because  of  faulty  teaching  or 
faulty  school  management.  The  remedies  generally 
proposed  for  the  prevention  of  retardation  are  better 
attendance  laws,  flexible  grading  and  promotion,  and 
improved  medical  inspection. 

These  reforms  are  good,  but  educational  experts 
are  beginning  to  learn,  however,  that  all  these  measures 
combined  are  powerless  to  reduce  greatly  the  number 
of  overage  children  in  the  grades.  Notwithstanding 
the  persistent  campaign  which  has  been  waged  against 
retardation  for  the  past  five  years,  the  number  of 
retardates  remains  to-day  much  the  same  as  when  the 
campaign  began. 

Psychological  studies  of  school  children  by  means 
of  standardized  intelligence  tests  have  shown  that 
children  do  not  fall  into  two  groups,  the  “feeble-minded” 
and  the  “normal.”  Instead,  there  are  many  grades  of 
intelligence,  ranging  from  idiocy  on  the  one  hand  to 
genius  on  the  other.  The  school  should  take  into 
account  more  seriously  than  it  has  yet  done  the  existence 
and  significance  of  these  differences  in  endowment. 
These  innate  differences  in  intelligence  are  chiefly 
responsible  for  the  problem  of  the  school  laggard:  the 
so-called  “retarded”  children  on  whom  we  have  ex¬ 
pended  so  much  sympathy  are  in  reality  nearly  always 
above  the  grade  where  they  belong  by  mental  develop¬ 
ment;  the  real  retardates  are  the  under-age  children  who 
are  generally  found  from  one  to  three  grades  below  the 
location  where  their  mental  development  would  warrant. 
Instead  of  wasting  energy  on  the  vain  attempt  to  hold 
mentally  slow  and  defective  children  up  to  a  level  of 
progress  which  is  normal  to  the  average  child,  or  superior 
child,  it  would  be  wiser  to  take  account  of  the  inequali¬ 
ties  of  children  in  original  endowment  and  to  differ¬ 
entiate  the  course  of  study  in  such  a  way  that  each 
child  will  be  allowed  to  progress  at  the  rate  which  is 
normal  to  him,  whether  that  rate  be  rapid  or  slow. 
This  at  least  would  prevent  a  great  deal  of  repetition 
and  failure  so  common  in  our  schools. 

Intelligence  tests  might  be  used  quite  safely  in  the 
following  cases: 
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(1)  For  the  Feeble-Minded. — It  is  necessary  to 
ascertain  the  degree  of  defect  in  order  to  decide  intelli¬ 
gently  upon  the  content  or  the  method  of  instruction 
suited  to  the  training  of  the  backward  child.  All  such 
pupils  should  be  removed  from  the  ordinary  classrooms, 
and  after  being  properly  classified  placed  in  Auxiliary 
Classes  suited  to  their  needs.  Care  must  be  taken, 
however,  not  to  make  these  special  classes  the  dumping 
ground  for  all  kinds  of  troublesome  cases — the  incor¬ 
rigible,  the  truants,  etc. 

(2)  For  the  Superior  Children. — Every  child 
who  consistently  stands  high  in  his  class  with  apparent 
ease  should  be  given  a  mental  test.  The  number  of 
children  of  superior  ability  is  approximately  as  great  as 
the  number  of  feeble-minded.  However,  through  the 
influence  of  the  educational  “lock-step,”  it  is  only  a 
rare  child  who  succeeds  in  gaining  an  extra  promotion. 
Such  children  should  be  allowed  to  progress  more 
rapidly  through  the  grades  than  the  average  child. 

(3)  As  a  Basis  of  Grading. — A  pupil  who  enters 
our  schools  from  another  system  (e.g.,  England  or  the 
United  States)  should  be  given  an  intelligence  test  so  as 
to  obtain  his  mental  age.  So  often  the  newcomer  is 
lowered  a  grade  or  two  because  his  text  books  have 
differed  somewhat  from  ours.  This  is  unfair,  particu¬ 
larly  to  the  pupil  of  ability. 

The  Training  of  Teachers. 

It  is  high  time  the  city  of  Toronto  should  undertake 
the  training  of  her  own  teachers.  It  cannot  be  too 
often  pressed  upon  the  parents  and  ratepayers  generally 
that  the  success  of  a  school  system  depends  upon  the 
teachers.  Trustees,  school  buildings  and  officials  are 
merely  more  or  less  machinery  to  bring  pupil  and  teacher 
together.  The  teacher  is  the  vital  point  of  contact  that 
the  school  brings  to  bear  on  the  child.  How  important 
then  to  have  teachers  of  the  right  sort.  If  she  be 
ordinary,  uninspiring,  physically  unfit  for  strenuous 
work,  then  the  finest  buildings  and  school  equipment 
that  money  can  buy  will  not  provide  a  good  school. 

By  our  present  system  we  are  not  getting  the 
brightest  graduates  of  our  Collegiates,  Normal  School 
or  Faculty  of  Education.  If  the  Board  of  Education 
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ha4  its  own  training  school  a  standard  of  entrance 
could  be  maintained  so  as  to  admit  those  who  ranked 
in  the  upper  two-thirds  of  the  class  during  their  High 
School  course.  It  could  be  used,  too,  to  train  the 
teachers  on  our  staff  by  giving  them  leave  of  absence 
from  time  to  time  to  take  short  courses;  special  courses 
could  be  given  at  any  time  on  the  various  phases  of 
school  work,  and  thus  a  more  professional  spirit  would 
be  created  and  a  higher  standard  maintained  among  the 
teachers  of  the  city. 

By  our  present  system  the  Normal  Schools  train 
all  teachers  alike,  whether  they  are  to  teach  in  rural 
schools  or  urban  schools.  Necessarily,  their  courses, 
especially  those  in  School  Management,  are  adapted  to 
the  needs  of  one-teacher  rural  schools.  Would  it  not 
be  a  decided  advantage  and  result  in  a  supply  of  better 
teachers  if  the  Board  of  Education  had  its  own  training 
school,  training  teachers  to  the  special  needs  and 
requirements  of  the  city  schools? 

School  Room  Work. 

The  work  of  the  class  room  may  be  examined 
briefly  from  two  aspects,  viz.: 

(1)  The  school  studies. 

(2)  The  quality  of  the  teaching. 

(1)  The  School  Studies. — The  subject  matter 
of  our  text-books  still  adheres  closely  to  the  traditional 
course  of  study.  Educational  leaders  are  convinced 
that  the  greater  part  of  formal  grammar  fails  to  function 
and  should  be  eliminated  from  the  grade  work.  Modern 
practice  is  gradually  recognizing  that  the  extended 
study  of  this  subject  does  not  enable  one  to  use  better 
English  or  interpret  literature  better.  If  the  text  in 
use  contains  dead,  obsolete  matter  not  needed  by  child¬ 
ren  in  talking  and  writing,  why  teach  such  matter? 

Many  topics  in  Arithmetic  which  require  hours  of 
patient  study  and  practice  should  either  be  entirely 
omitted  or  given  but  the  briefest  notice.  This  subject 
should  be  made  practical  and  closely  related  to  the 
child’s  experiences.  Of  what  real  value  is  a  great  deal 
of  the  work  in  the  following  traditional  subjects? 

Greatest  Common  Measure. 
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Least  Common  Multiple. 

Compound  Denominate  Numbers. 

Complex  and  Compound  Fractions. 

Carpeting  and  papering  rooms. 

All  Reductions  of  more  than  two  steps. 

In  Geography,  the  subject  matter  is  entirely  too 
wide.  We  are  undertaking  to  give  the  child  a  complete 
encyclopaedic  knowledge  of  the  geography  of  every 
country  of  the  world.  The  subject  should  be  recognized 
from  the  standpoint  of  the  child  and  its  adaptation  to 
his  interests  and  needs. 

Then  our  course  of  study  could  be  extended  to 
include  more  extensive  work  in  the  Manual  and  House¬ 
hold  Art  Department.  What  sound  pedagogical  reasons 
are  there  that  elementary  printing,  bookbinding,  elec¬ 
tricity  and  plumbing  should  not  be  added  to  the  present 
course  in  woodwork? 

(2)  The  Quality  of  the  Teaching. — With  regard 
to  this  side  of  the  class  room  work  mention  may  be 
made  of  the  following:  Many  teachers  fail  to  motivate 
their  school  work  The  lessons  are  not  significant  and 
purposeful  to  the  child;  he  does  not  see  the  real  use  of 
them.  Motivation  is  accomplished  when  the  pupil  sees 
sufficient  reason  for  the  work  he  is  doing  and  appreciates 
its  value  to  him  personally.  Motivated  work  is  de¬ 
finitely  purposive  to  the  pupil. 

A  motive  must  be  provided  for  the  drill  lesson  as 
well.  The  stronger  this  incentive,  the  greater  will  be 
the  attention  given  to  the  work  in  hand  and  the  sooner 
will  the  desired  results  be  secured.  Very  much  of  the 
drill  work  which  is  done  is  well-nigh  futile,  because  it  is 
imposed  upon  children. 

Through  the  influence  of  the  Kindergarten-Primary, 
Primary  Classes  are  making  a  free  use  of  objective 
teaching  with  abundance  of  illustrative  material.  This 
is  not  true,  however,  of  classes  above  the  Primary; 
even  in  the  next  grade,  the  Senior  First,  the  work  is 
often  done  in  an  abstract  way.  I  am  convinced  that 
it  is  the  right  method  in  any  grade  in  the  Public  School 
to  use  freely  the  objective  method  by  means  of  charts, 
globes,  maps  or  any  illustrative  material  bearing  on 
the  topic  in  hand. 
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Again  much  time  is  wasted  by  using  poor  methods 
in  questioning.  Questions  are  often  repeated  or  several 
questions  given,  all  meaning  about  the  same  before  an 
opportunity  is  given  to  answer  them.  Pumping  ques¬ 
tions,  leading  questions  and  many  questions  requiring 
“yes”  or  “no”  as  answers  are  not  good  practice. 

Very  seldom  are  pupils  encouraged  to  ask  questions, 
give  suggestions  or  to  volunteer  information  during  the 
lesson  periods.  Their  chief  part  is  to  be  able  to  answer 
the  teacher’s  questions.  However,  if  the  pupils’ 
initiative  is  to  be  developed,  he  should  be  given  a  full 
opportunity  to  express  himself  by  asking  questions  or 
giving  information.

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REPORT  OF  G.  H.  ARMSTRONG,  B.Paed., 
Inspector  of  District  No.  8. 

Unrest,  the  most  characteristic  feature  at  present 
of  all  departments  of  human  effort,  is  rampant  in 
educational  affairs.  It  is  an  open  question  whether 
this  state  has  its  origin  in  divine  discontent.  Much 
of  the  so-called  criticism  of  self-styled  experts  is  mani¬ 
festly  but  the  ill-considered  expression  of  nervous 
systems  frazzled  and  attenuated  by  prolonged  activity 
and  anxiety  during  the  Great  War. 

Evolution  appears  to  be  God’s  way  of  doing  things. 
Its  processes  are  seldom  or  never  marked  by  violence  or 
cataclysms.  On  the  contrary,  it  proceeds  by  continuous 
and  well-ordered  gradations.  Human  education  exhibits 
its  most  important  achievement.  The  instrument  of 
education  is  not,  therefore,  at  any  stage  a  finished, 
static  thing.  The  form  of  it,  however,  which  impelled 
400,000  young  men  to  go  abroad  to  battle  for  the  right, 
and  caused  millions  of  younger  and  older  people  to 
battle  at  home  no  less  strenuously  to  help  them  maintain 
the  fight  to  a  victorious  end,  cannot  be  a  wholly 
despicable  thing. 

The  Great  War  revealed,  perhaps,  that  the  edu¬ 
cation  afforded  youth  in  some  foreign  countries  de¬ 
veloped  great  mechanical  efficiency,  but  it  demonstrated 
also  that  when  all  the  elements  of  true  manhood  were 
taken  into  consideration,  the  youth  trained  in  Canada’s 
schools,  when  matched  against  either  the  enemy’s 
brawn  or  brain,  had  nothing  to  fear. 

It  may  be  true  that  we  have  outgrown  some  of  our 
forms  of  educational  administration  and  there  is  some 
dead  wood  in  our  curriculum.  This  latter  element, 
for  several  years,  the  teachers  of  Inspectorate  eight, 
without  advertising,  have  eliminated  and  concentrated 
on  all  work  relating  to  life.  Vitalizing  the  old  studies 
is  the  solution  of  the  elementary  educational  problem 
of  to-day. 

If  but  ten  per  cent,  of  the  youth  on  completing  the 
elementary  school  course  enter  our  secondary  schools, 
the  remedy  for  the  failure  of  the  ninety  per  cent,  to 
continue  the  pursuit  of  education  will  not  be  found  in 
removing  all  tests  and  making  every  path  of  apparent 
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progress  soft  and  downy.  It  must  be  recognized  that 
many  have  to  leave  school  early  in  life  to  earn  the 
necessities  of  the  home.  Many  others  are  lured  away 
from  school  at  this  period  by  the  desire  to  earn  money 
to  expend  on  fine  clothes,  on  moving  picture  shows 
(ninety  per  cent,  of  which  are  deteriorating  in  their 
mental  and  moral  influence,  according  to  a  report 
issued  by  the  educators  of  the  United  States),  and  on 
cigarettes.  The  raison  d'etre  for  the  early  withdrawal 
from  school  of  the  former  class  is  an  economic  one, 
which  only  parental  and  State  provision  can  remedy; 
the  latter  class  can  be  retained  in  the  schools  longer 
only  by  the  substitution  on  the  part  of  society  in 
general  of  the  pleasures  of  the  mind  for  the  pleasures  of 
the  body.  The  enervation  resulting  from  these  indul¬ 
gences  is  the  real  cause  why  many  youths  dislike  exam¬ 
ination  tests,  the  elixir  of  mental  life  to  all  normal, 
red-blooded  students.  It  may  yet  be  discovered  by  the 
crusaders  against  all  examinations  that  it  was  not  the 
use  of  reasonable  tests,  which  have  a  vitalizing  function, 
they  wished  to  condemn  but  the  abuse  of  tests. 

Meanwhile  the  publicists  madly  rage,  but  let  all 
who  stand  by  the  country’s  real  welfare,  having  regained 
the  tone  and  resiliency  of  human  nerves  and  the  patient 
challenge  of  life,  render  to  all  educationists,  including 
the  leaders  of  the  Department  of  Education  and  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  Boards  of  Education,  teachers  and  officers,  a 
little  of  the  due  meed  of  appreciation  for  very  vital 
service  to  the  nation.  Let  the  critics  (?)  and  the 
experts  (?)  cease  from  troubling  for  a  while.  The 
teachers  will  continue  notwithstanding  to  do  their 
utmost  to  make  good  Canadian  citizens  out  of  all 
human  material  available.

Chief  Inspector’s  Report 


REPORT  ON  SUPERVISED  PLAYGROUNDS. 

July  and  August,  1919. 

J.  A.  Woodward,  Supervisor. 

Supervised  Playgrounds  under  the  Board  of  Edu¬ 
cation  for  1919  were  nineteen  in  number.  Strathcona 
and  Roden  were  taken  over  by  the  Parks  Department, 
and  Earl  Grey  and  Lee  Schools  were  used  by  the  Board 
of  Education  as  Playgrounds;  an  additional  Playground 
was  conducted  at  the  East  End  Day  Nursery  during 
the  mornings  of  July.  Full  equipment  for  play  was 
placed  on  all  of  these  grounds  and  a  generous  supply 
of  balls,  shovels,  sand,  etc.,  was  furnished  for  the  use 
of  the  children.  Supervision  was  exercised  from  9  to 
12  and  from  2  to  5  every  day  except  Saturday,  when 
the  session  was  from  9  to  12. 

The  playgrounds  were  “havens”  in  the  true  sense 
of  the  word,  for  here  the  children  were  safe  from  auto¬ 
mobiles,  street  cars,  waggons,  etc. 

The  attendance  showed  that  they  were  appreciated 
by  the  children  and  also  by  the  parents.  A  visit  to 
one  of  the  grounds  showed  a  contented,  happy  throng 
of  children  on  swings,  in  sand  boxes,  playing  ball,  or 
engaging  in  one  of  the  many  other  games  that  are 
played. 

They  were  holding  contests  in  sand  building,  in 
recitations,  in  singing. 

Folk  Dancing  for  the  girls  as  part  of  our  summer 
work  was  introduced  in  all  of  our  playgrounds.  Classes 
were  held  two  mornings  every  week  on  each  playground. 
Classes  were  organized  for  all  girls  between  the  ages  of 
6  and  14  years.  Dances  suitable  for  each  class  of  girls 
were  selected  and  taught.  As  a  result  splendid  work 
was  obtained  and  great  progress  made  in  the  eight 
weeks  of  this  most  interesting,  attractive  and  beneficial 
form  of  playground  activity.  The  attendance  at  these 
classes  was  very  high  indeed.  At  the  end  of  the  season 
exhibitions  of  Folk  Dancing  were  held  at  the  following 
centres:  Manning,  King  Edward,  Queen  Alexandra, 
Leslie,  Earl  Grey,  Essex,  Western,  Fern.  The  parents 
came  out  in  great  numbers  and  seemed  to  be  very  much 
impressed  with  our  work.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this 
activity  will  be  carried  on  in  1920. 
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The  aggregate  attendance  for  1919  was  as  follows: 
July,  95,292;  August,  70,280.  Average  daily  attend¬ 
ance,  4,139.  Largest  attendance  on  any  one  day  was 
at  Manning,  when  over  600  children  were  using  the 
play-ground  at  one  time.  The  following  is  the  average 
daily  attendance  at  each  centre:

Two  more  centres  for  Industrial  Work  were  opened 
this  year,  making  a  total  of  eight.  These  centres  were 
situated  on  the  following  playgrounds:

Jesse  Ketchum  Queen  Alexandra  Leslie  (Riverdale) 

As  in  past  years,  this  part  of  Playground  work  is 
most  attractive  for  our  girls.  They  apprec’ate  the 
work  so  much  that  it  is  indeed  a  pleasure  to  supervise 
it.  Each  teacher  of  the  Industrial  Work  has  had  many 
experiences  where  parents  have  come  or  have  written 
regarding  the  progress,  the  importance,  the  interest,  the 
helpfulness  of  the  course.  The  children  have  so  bene¬ 
fited  by  the  work  that  they  were  able  to  use  their 
knowledge  of  sewing,  knitting,  or  crocheting  to  turn  the 
product  of  their  hands  into  money.  One  girl  was

prevailed  upon  by  the  neighbors  to  go  from  house  to 
house  to  teach  the  adults  some  one  particular  point  of 
work  which  attracted  them. 


There  was  a  decided  improvement  in  the  work. 
The  result  of  the  eight  weeks’  work  was  shown  at  Ogden 
School  to  the  Trustees,  Inspectors  and  friends.  On  all 
sides  admiration  for  the  work  and  approval  of  the  plan 
were  given.  Trustees  and  officials  who  had  seen  such 
exhibitions  in  cities  of  the  United  States  were  loud  in 
their  praise,  and  stated  that  the  work  done  by  our 
girls  (all  under  14  years  of  age)  was  as  good,  if « not 
better,  than  any  they  had  seen.  The  work  was  then 
taken  to  the  Canadian  National  Exhibition  and  placed 
on  view  in  the  east  end  of  the  Women’s  Building.  It 
attracted  very  much  attention  and  admiration.

REPORT  ON  HIGH  PARK  FOREST  SCHOOL 
Session,  May  to  November,  1919. 

E.  W.  Linklater,  Principal. 

On  May  20th,  1919,  this  school  began  its  sixth 
session,  which  lasted  continuously  till  October  31st, 
1919.  During  this  time  one  hundred  and  forty  pupils 
were  registered,  thirty-eight  of  whom  were  Hebrews, 
and  the  others  of  British  birth.  They  ranged  in  age 
from  six  years  up  to  fourteen  years,  inclusive.  More 
boys  attended  the  school  than  girls. 

As  in  previous  years  the  pupils’  physical  condition 
and  family  history  clearly  indicated  their  presence  at 
the  school.  These  pupils  are  selected  by  the  doctors 
and  nurses  in  the  public  schools  and  their  names  placed 
on  a  list.  The  most  needful  pupils  are  those  who  have 
been  exposed  to  tuberculosis  in  their  family  and  homes. 
Next  on  the  list  are  the  anaemic,  those  who  are  under¬ 
weight,  and  those  who  have  malnutrition  and  bad  and 
unhealthy  home  environment.  With  symptoms  such 
as  these  one  does  not  wonder  that  these  boys  and  girls 
are  languid,  tired  and  show  a  spirit  of  despondency, 
being  more  inclined  to  sit  around  or  lean  against  the 
trees  than  indulge  in  the  vigorous  sports  of  normal 
boys  and  girls. 
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These  pupils  at  first  are  inattentive  in  school  and 
unable  to  devote  concentrated  effort  to  their  studies. 
The  conclusion  one  would  draw  is  that  the  physical  and 
mental  conditions  are  very  closely  related.  We  must 
develop  the  physical  as  a  foundation  for  the  mental. 
In  a  school  of  this  kind  we  strive  to  consider  the  joy, 
happiness  and  physical  well-being  of  the  pupils  primarily. 

Experience  clearly  indicates  that  fresh  air,  sunshine, 
good  food,  moderate  exercise  and  rest,  and  lastly,  but 
not  least,  the  wholesome  and  uplifting  associations  of 
Nature,  achieve  remarkable  results  physically. 

Life  in  the  out-of-doors  makes  the  pupils  feel  more 
at  home;  they  soon  select  their  companions  and  indulge 
in  spontaneous  play. 

The  boys  were  very  fond  of  baseball.  In  fact,  they 
never  tired  of  it.  During  the  hot  months  quoits  were 
introduced.  The  older  boys  delighted  in  planning  and 
building  dugouts  in  the  sand  bank.  Fox  and  Hound  was 
a  favourite  game.  The  smaller  boys  and  girls  delighted 
in  digging  miniature  lakes,  rivers,  hills,  valleys,  etc.,  in 
the  sand.  The  female  assistant  teacher  instructed  the 
larger  girls  in  needlework  and  basketry.  Our  baseball 
team  played  baseball  with  the  boys  from  Victoria  Park 
Forest  School.  Boys  like  good,  clean  sportsmanship. 
On  public  holidays  the  regular  school  work  was  sus¬ 
pended  and  special  games  were  held,  for  which  prizes 
were  given.  The  distribution  of  these  prizes  had  a 
place  in  the  programme  for  a  rainy  day.  On  Saturday 
forenoons  the  pupils  were  taken  for  their  Nature  Study 
period,  which  generally  consisted  of  a  walk  to  some 
part  of  the  park.  This  walk  furnished  opportunity  to 
study  the  birds,  their  nesting  habits,  the  flowers  and 
wild  plants,  etc.,  squirrels. 

At  first  the  pupils  did  not  sleep  very  well.  A 
great  many  were  used  to  going  to  bed  at  home  at  9 
o’clock,  10  o’clock,  and  some  even  at  11  o’clock.  The 
Hebrews  were  the  greatest  offenders.  Soon,  however, 
the  sleep  habit  developed  and  many  anticipated  the 
rest  hour.  The  cool  days  in  September  and  October 
were  best  for  sleeping.  The  sleep  showed  its  good 
effects  in  the  afternoon  period  of  class  work.  The 
pupils  were  keener  and  more  interested  in  their  work. 
During  July  and  August  the  afternoon  period  of  class 
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work  was  devoted  to  organized  games  for  the  boys 
and  needlework  for  the  girls. 

The  health  of  the  pupils  was  well  looked  after  by 
the  nurse.  Several  cases  of  pediculosis  were  eliminated. 
The  children’s  teeth  bore  evidence  to  the  well-conducted 
tooth-brush  drill  by  the  nurse.  Every  week  the  nurse 
recorded  the  weight  of  each  pupil.  More  pupils  lost  in 
weight  the  first  week  or  two  they  were  at  school  than 
gained.

The  car  strike  seriously  interfered  with  both 
attendance  and  weights.  Pupils  almost  invariably  lose 
when  irregular  in  attendance. 

This  year  our  garden  activities  were  delayed. 
Yet  notwithstanding  the  older  boys  and  girls  were 
greatly  interested  in  preparing  the  soil,  selecting  such 
seeds  as  beets,  carrots,  lettuce,  radishes  and  a  few 
flowers,  such  as  pansies,  balsams,  nasturtiums,  etc. 
The  planting  was  followed  by  a  period  of  great  interest 
watching  for  the  tiny  seed  to  develop  into  the  tender 
young  plant. 

There  was  an  average  percentage  regularity  of 
attendance  of  80  per  cent.  No  doubt  the  percentage 
would  have  been  higher  had  it  not  been  for  the  car 
strike  during  the  last  week  and  a  half  of  June  and  the 
first  few  days  in  July.  During  this  time  many  pupils 
left  the  city.  When  the  strike  subsided  great  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  locating  these  pupils  and  getting 
them  to  school.  In  several  cases  the  truant  officer  was 
called  upon. 

There  has  always  been  in  my  experience  a  long 
waiting  list  of  pupils  to  enter  the  school.  In  view  of 
this  fact,  we  decided  to  transfer  a  pupil  who  deliberately 
absented  himself  for  a  week  or  two  weeks’  holiday. 
The  next  on  the  waiting  list  took  his  place.  The 
absentee  thus  forfeited  his  place  in  the  school  for  the 
rest  of  the  term.  This  mode  of  procedure  was  prompted 
by  the  fact  that  we  did  not  think  it  justifiable  to  have 
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the  vacancy  when  others  could  fill  it.  Also  a  damper 
was  placed  on  the  idea  of  a  pupil  that  he  could  take 
holidays  as  he  chose  fit  and  come  back  to  school  when 
his  holidays  were  over. 

We  were  very  fortunate  in  having  two  very  com¬ 
petent  women  in  charge  of  the  cooking  for  the  pupils. 
The  pupils  learned  many  useful  and  important  lessons 
in  table  etiquette.  Grace  was  reverentially  participated 
in  by  all.  Moreover  the  boys  and  girls  were  trained 
to  like  good,  plain,  wholesome  food,  well  cooked,  served 
cleanly  and  at  regular  hours.  Many  of  the  Hebrews 
were  used  to  dining  at  very  irregular  hours  and  eating 
anything  but  the  proper  food.  Some  came  to  school 
having  eaten  a  tomato  or  a  piece  of  toast  and  cups  of 
coffee;  others  munched  a  dry  crust  of  bread  with  some 
jam  on  it.  There  were  some  who  came  without  break¬ 
fast. 

My  experience  for  a  second  term  at  this  school 
further  convinces  me  of  the  helpful  and  uplifting 
influence  the  pupils  receive.  The  work  is  certainly 
worth  while.  When  the  unfortunate  pupils  are  given 
a  chance  in  life,  otherwise  unattainable,  for  them  to 
improve  their  physical  well-being  and  to  develop  into 
happy,  useful  citizens,  the  Forest  School  is  fulfilling  a 
noble  purpose  for  the  boys  and  girls.

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SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SUPPLIES’ 
ANNUAL  REPORT 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Board  of  Education: 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  following  report 
in  regard  to  Text  Books  and  Supplies  furnished  by  the 
Board  of  Education  for  the  year  1919. 

The  following  school  supplies  were  furnished  to  the 
pupils  free:  Text  Books,  except  Geographies,  Geography 
Readers,  History  Readers,  and  Hygiene  Books;  these 
are  only  loaned  to  the  pupils  the  same  as  supplementary 
Readers;  Work  Books,  Note,  Exercise,  Dictation,  and 
Writing  Books,  Drawing  and  Practice  Paper,  cap  and 
note  size,  Lead  Pencils,  Slates  and  Slate  Pencils,  Chalk, 
Pens,  Penholders,  Envelopes,  Ink,  Paints,  Art  Brushes, 
Colored  Crayons,  Pastel  Crayons,  Crayograph,  Char¬ 
coal  for  Art  Work,  Bookkeeping  Blanks,  Business 
Forms,  Maps,  Globes,  and  other  School  Apparatus, 
etc.,  are  furnished  free.  There  is,  in  addition,  a  large 
variety  of  books  provided  for  supplementary  reading 
for  all  grades.  These  are  loaned  to  the  pupils  to  be 
used  in  school  and  are  not  to  be  taken  home.  Short¬ 
hand  Note  Books,  Typewriting  and  Mimeograph 
Machines,  Typewriting  Supplies,  etc.,  are  supplied 
free  for  use  in  the  Commercial  Classes.  Shorthand 
Text  Books,  Bookkeeping  Texts,  are  loaned  to  pupils 
the  same  as  Geographies  and  Supplementary  Readers. 

All  classes  in  which  sewing  is  taught  are  furnished 
with  Needles,  Thread  (both  silk  and  cotton),  Braid, 
Tape,  Canvas,  Prints,  Ginghams,  Lawn,  bleached  and 
unbleached  Cotton,  Damask,  Dress  Goods,  Wool,  etc. 

There  are  one  hundred  and  forty  Kindergartens 
in  the  schools,  each  having  a  large  attendance;  these 
are  furnished  with  apparatus  and  other  school  equip¬ 
ment  and  the  many  supplies  used  in  the  Kindergarten 
work. 

There  are  nineteen  Manual  Training  centres  in 
connection  with  the  Public  Schools;  these  are  supplied 
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with  Woodworking  Tools,  Lumber,  special  Drawing 
Paper,  Pencils,  Hardware,  Stains,  Oils,  Varnish,  Nails, 
etc. 

There  are  twenty  Household  Science  centres  in 
the  Public  Schools  where  cooking  is  taught.  These 
are  supplied  with  Groceries,  Meats,  Vegetables,  Cereals 
and  all  supplies  that  are  used  in  teaching  this  subject. 
There  are  also  two  Housekeeping  Centres — one  at  16 
Orde  Street  and  one  at  Lee  School — where  Cooking, 
Sewing,  and  General  Housekeeping  are  taught  in  all 
branches. 

Nineteen  Supervised  Playground  Schools  were  con¬ 
ducted  during  the  months  of  July  and  August,  and 
received  a  supply  of  Sand,  Pails,  Trowels,  Scoops, 
Rubber  Quoits,  Baseballs  and  Bats,  Basket  Balls, 
Footballs,  and  other  apparatus  for  the  exercises  and 
games  carried  on  at  these  schools;  also  First  Aid  Medical 
Supplies  were  furnished  to  each  centre. 

One  Supervised  Vacation  School  was  open  during 
July  and  August,  and  received  supplies  of  Wool,  Needles, 
Raffia,  Canvas,  Special  Paper  and  other  sewing  material, 
which  was  used  by  the  children  in  making  many  useful 
articles;  also  First  Aid  Medical  equipment  was  supplied. 

There  were  also  8  Industrial  Classes  conducted  in 
connection  with  the  Playground  Centres.  These  were 
supplied  with  Cane,  Raffia,  Wool,  and  other  equipment 
and  supplies  required  in  the  work  carried  on  by  the 
instructor  and  pupils  of  these  classes. 

There  are  two  open-air  forest  schools — one  in  High 
Park,  in  the  western  part  of  the  city;  the  other  in 
Victoria  Park,  in  the  east.  These  schools  receive  the 
regular  school  supplies,  and  each  pupil  is  also  furnished 
with  a  camp  bed,  pair  of  blankets,  pillow,  and  water¬ 
proof  cover  for  bed,  for  protection  from  the  rain.  These 
schools  have  a  fully  equipped  kitchen  and  dining  room, 
where  the  pupils  in  attendance  and  staff  receive  their 
meals  each  day.  A  large  quantity  of  Milk,  Bread, 
Groceries,  Meats,  Vegetables,  Fruit,  Ice,  Fuel,  etc.,  is 
supplied  to  these  schools.  The  attendance  numbers 
about  100  at  each  school.  These  schools  are  in  charge 
of  a  male  Principal,  with  two  teachers  and  a  nurse  to 
assist,  also  two  cooks  are  employed  at  each  school. 

Nine  Public  Night  Schools  were  opened  for  six 
months  during  the  year,  viz. :  October  to  March  inclusive. 
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All  of  these  schools  received  Text  Books  and  school 
supplies  of  various  kinds  necessary  for  carrying  on  their 
work. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Central  Technical 
School  has  night  classes  five  nights  during  the  week, 
and  has  also  four  Branch  Night  Schools — one  in  the 
eastern  (at  Riverdale  Collegiate),  one  in  the  northern 
(at  Oakwood  Collegiate),  and  one  in  the  western  part 
of  the  city  (Humberside  Collegiate  and  Annette),  and 
King  Edward  Annex.  The  High  School  of  Commerce 
also  has  three  Branch  Night  Schools — one  in  the  eastern 
(in  Queen  Alexandra),  one  in  the  northern  (in  North 
Toronto  High  School),  and  one  in  the  western  part  of 
the  city  (Annette  Street  School).  These  Night  Schools 
receive  the  necessary  supplies  required  Night  Schools 
were  also  held  in  Jarvis  and  Harbord  Street  Collegiates, 
and  North  Toronto  High  School. 

The  Central  Technical  School,  which  teaches  a 
variety  of  subjects,  requires  an  ever-increasing  and 
varied  quantity  of  supplies  for  teaching  Art,  Science, 
Physics,  Household  Art,  Domestic  Science.  Mechanical 
and  Industrial  Instruction  is  given  and  material  is 
supplied  for  these,  including  machinery,  tools  and 
other  equipment. 

The  High  School  of  Commerce,  Collegiate  Institutes 
and  High  Schools  receive  general  School  Supplies,  Art 
Supplies,  and  a  large  quantity  of  Apparatus  and  Chemi¬ 
cals  for  Science  and  commercial  work. 

Caretakers  of  all  schools  receive  large  quantities 
of  Floor  Oil  and  other  material  for  cleaning,  also  Hard¬ 
ware,  Lawn  Mowers,  Hose,  Wheel  Barrows,  and  many 
other  supplies. 

As  the  schools  are  increasing  in  size  and  number, 
it  is  very  necessary  that  each  school  should  have  a 
separate  room  in  which  to  keep  supplies.  This  room 
should  be  of  sufficient  size  to  hold  supplies  required  for 
three  or  six  months,  if  necessary.  If  greater  quantities 
could  be  delivered  to  the  schools  it  would  mean  fewer 
deliveries.  This  room  should  be  on  the  ground  floor, 
or  in  the  basement. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  following  are  supplied 
and  under  control  of  this  department:  Flags,  Fire 
Extinguishers,  Pianos,  Office  Supplies,  Printing,  Window 
Shades,  Gymnasium  Apparatus,  Express  Work,  Gas, 
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Water,  Electric  Light  and  Power,  Telephones,  etc., 
Flowering  Plants,  Shrubs,  and  a  large  quantity  of  Grass 
Seed,  Black  Loam,  Manure  and  other  Fertilizer. 

This  Department  made  and  delivered  to  the  schools 
during  the  year  2,607  gallons  of  ink  at  an  estimated  cost 
of  25c.  per  gallon. 

All  accounts  for  supplies  under  the  control  of  this 
department  are  checked  and  duplicates  certified  in  this 
office  for  the  Advisory  Industrial,  Advisory  Commercial, 
and  the  Management  Committees  of  the  Board. 

FUEL 

The  supplying  of  fuel  for  such  a  large  number  of 
buildings  is  becoming  a  greater  problem  each  year,  not 
only  in  regard  to  the  cost,  but  also  in  the  quantity  used. 
In  many  of  our  schools  night  classes  are  conducted  and 
meetings  of  various  kinds  are  held  at  night  and  Satur¬ 
days.  These  schools  are  required  to  be  heated  until  ten 
o’clock,  and  in  some  cases  much  later.  Gas,  electric 
light  and  power  for  ventilation  purposes  are  supplied, 
and  the  water  has  to  be  kept  running  continuously  in 
the  wash  rooms  until  the  buildings  are  closed.  The 
automatic  self-acting  flush  tanks  use  a  large  quantity 
of  water,  therefore  the  cost  for  water,  fuel  and  electricity 
is  very  large.  Many  of  the  schools  require  from  150 
to  300  tons  of  coal,  as  well  as  a  large  quantity  of  wood 
and  charcoal  required  for  lighting  the  fires.  As  the 
storing  capacity  for  fuel  in  the  basements  is  limited  to 
only  a  part  of  what  is  required  for  the  year,  I  think  it 
would  be  well  for  the  Property  Committee  to  consider 
the  advisability  of  constructing  fuel  areas  of  sufficient 
size  to  hold  the  year’s  fuel.  These  should  be  under¬ 
ground  immediately  outside  of  the  school  buildings  and 
of  easy  access  to  the  boiler  rooms.  These  coal  pockets 
could  be  extended  any  distance  desired  and  would  not 
curtail  a  foot  from  the  playgrounds.  They  should  have 
several  openings  on  the  top  outside  so  that  coal  may  be 
delivered  at  any  time  without  dust  being  carried  through 
the  building.  Where  coal  has  to  be  delivered  through 
the  school  yard  there  should  be  a  driveway  from  the 
street  to  the  coal  chute,  constructed  of  reinforced 
planking,  brick  or  concrete.  This  need  only  be  a  strip 
wide  enough  for  a  wagon  or  truck  to  use.  The  ordinary 
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planking  will  carry  only  single-horse  loads  without 
breaking.  When  a  contractor  is  limited  to  single  loads 
it  adds  to  the  cost  for  delivery,  whereas  if  he  can  deliver 
by  motor  truck  or  team  loads  it  takes  less  time  and 
reduces  the  cost,  besides  eliminating  the  breaking  of 
plank  in  the  yard. 

These  coal  pockets  would  be  no  cost  to  the  Board 
beyond  that  of  construction,  as  they  would  be  on  the 
property  belonging  to  the  Board.  If  the  heating  plants 
in  the  schools  were  constructed  so  that  they  would 
burn  screenings,  a  large  saving  could  be  effected  in 
the  cost  of  coal. 

The  Board  this  year  experimented  in  the  cost  of 
heating  two  schools  of  a  similar  size  and  about  equal 
conditions  with  oil  as  a  fuel  against  coal.  From  the  re¬ 
sults  obtained,  the  difference  in  cost  was  slightly  in  favor 
of  oil.  The  following  report  was  made  to  the  Manage¬ 
ment  Committee  and  Board  in  reference  to  the  heating 
of  the  two  schools  named  (see  report,  to  follow): 

The  following  is  a  comparative  statement  of  the 
fuel  burned  in  Annette  Street  School,  a  23-room  building, 
for  the  eight  months’  season  of  the  year  1019,  as  com¬ 
pared  with  the  fuel  oil  used  in  Earl  Grey  School,  also  a 
23-room  building,  for  the  same  length  of  time. 

The  total  cost  of  coal  for  Annette  St.  School  was 
255  tons,  costing  $2,223.39  (this  includes  8J  cords  of 
wood).  Average  amount  per  month,  32  tons;  average 
cost,  $277.92. 

For  the  same  length  of  time  16,744  gallons  of  fuel 
oil  was  used  in  Earl  Grey  School,  costing  $1,851.74. 
Average  amount  per  month,  2,093  gallons;  average 
cost  per  month,  $231.47.  To  the  total  for  the  eight 
months  should  be  added  16  tons,  1,300  lbs.  coal  for 
stack  heater  $189.28,  and  $35.00  for  electricity  used 
to  drive  motor  for  fans,  making  a  grand  total,  $2,076.02. 
Average  cost  per  month  for  running  plant,  $259.50. 

The  difference  between  the  total  cost  of  fuel  oil 
and  coal  is  $147.37.  This  year  a  contract  for  oil  was 
had  for  a  very  low  figure,  viz.:  8c.  per  gallon. 

Annette  Street  School  had  night  classes  three 
nights  per  week  for  the  six  months’  term,  October  to 
March  31st,  and,  in  addition,  a  large  number  of  rate¬ 
payers’  and  other  meetings  were  held  during  the  year,

while  Earl  Grey  had  no  night  classes  and  very  few,  if 
any,  other  meetings  were  held  at  that  school.  The 
price  of  coal  advanced  very  materially  this  year. 

There  are  many  schools  that  use  far  more  coal 
than  seems  necessary,  and  I  believe  it  would  pay  the 
Board  of  Education  to  get  a  report  from  an  expert 
engineer  on  heating,  as  to  whether  the  best  results  are 
being  obtained  from  the  present  heating  plants  in  the 
schools. 

The  same  applies  to  the  electrical  motors  in  use  in 
the  schools  for  power  purposes,  and  for  which  is  paid 
a  very  large  amount  in  fixed  charges.  A  report  should 
be  had  from  an  electrical  engineer  as  to  whether  the 
best  results  are  being  obtained  from  the  motors  that 
are  at  present  in  use  in  the  schools  and  whether  a 
saving  can  be  made  in  this  regard. 

The  cost  of  Text  Books  and  other  supplies  pur¬ 
chased  during  the  year  was  as  follows:

FREE  TEXT  BOOKS. 

The  total  cost  of  Free  Text  Books  issued  in  1919 
was  $13,211.82.  Of  this  amount,  $309.41  was  returned 
for  the  text  books  sold,  leaving  a  balance  of  $12,902.41 
as  the  cost  of  Free  Text  Books  during  the  year.  In 
nearly  every  school  the  books  have  been  preserved  with 
great  care. 
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The  total  cost  of  supplies,  including  work  books, 
exercise  books,  book-keeping  blanks,  note  books,  dicta¬ 
tion  books,  business  forms,  drawing  materials,  writing 
books,  slates  and  rulers  was  $39,272.38.  $988.29  was 

received  for  supplies  sold  during  the  year,  leaving  the 
net  cost  of  supplies  $38,284.09. 

The  cost  per  pupil  for  text  books  on  the  basis  of 
total  enrolment,  omitting  Kindergarten  pupils,  was 
11  cents. 

The  cost  per  pupil  for  text  books  on  the  basis  of 
average  monthly  attendance,  omitting  Kindergarten 
pupils,  was  22  cents. 

The  cost  per  pupil  for  supplies  on  the  basis  of 
total  enrolment,  omitting  Kindergarten  pupils,  was 
55  cents. 

The  cost  per  pupil  for  supplies  on  the  basis  of 
average  monthly  attendance,  omitting  Kindergarten 
pupils,  was  65  cents. 

The  cost  per  pupil  for  both  text  books  and  supplies 
on  the  basis  of  average  monthly  attendance,  omitting 
Kindergarten  pupils,  was  87  cents. 

The  cost  per  pupil  for  text  books,  supplies  and 
Kindergarten  material  on  the  basis  of  total  enrolment 
.  was  7 1  cents. 

In  the  above  statement  the  text  books  and  supplies 
for  Night  Schools  are  charged  against  the  day  school 
pupils.

Appended  will  be  found  tables  showing  quantities 
of  some  of  the  supplies  furnished  to  the  schools  this 
year,  also  the  quantity  of  fuel  supplies,  showing  the 
cost  per  school  and  per  room. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  the 
Board  to  the  urgent  need  of  enlarging  the  supply 
building,  so  that  there  will  be  better  facilities  for  storing 
and  distributing  supplies  to  the  schools.  Supplies  are 
now  stored  at  three  different  parts  of  the  city,  viz.:  the 
main  storehouse,  27  Robert  Street;  a  store  rented  for 
this  purpose  on  College  Street;  and  at  7  Berryman 
Street.  The  main  building  on  Robert  Street  should  be 
enlarged  so  that  all  supplies  could  be  kept  at  one  place. 

There  should  also  be  a  garage  and  repair  shop  in 
connection  with  this.  The  present  garage  is  not 
situated  in  the  right  place  and  is  too  small,  accommo¬ 
dating  only  the  two  trucks,  while  there  are  seven  auto¬ 
mobiles  belonging  to  the  Board  that  are  not  kept  at 
the  Board  garage,  but  in  different  parts  of  the  city. 
There  should  be  one  general  garage  where  all  cars  should 
be  stored. 

With  the  present  limited  accommodation  this 
department  is  greatly  handicapped.  In  the  shipping 
department  there  is  a  very  large  increase  each  year  in 
the  quantity  of  supplies  furnished  the  schools.
